142 Culturgrams can be purchased 
to meet the needs of a variety of 
individuals and businesses. 

From a culture brief for religious” 
leaders, Culturgrams have become 
an inestimable service to such insti- 
tutions as United Airlines, 
Motorola, Walt Disney World’s 
Epcot Center, Federal Express, 
A Sale UrSameAun mb onrcey te 
Department of Defense and many 
others. 

Chaplain Frolian Saluta, director 
of the Texas Resource of the U.S.

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Colorado’s gay protection ban struck down

WASHINGTON — In a dramatic victory for gay 
rights, the Supreme Court struck down a Colorado 
measure because it would deny homosexuals con- 
stitutional protection and make them “unequal to 
everyone else.” 

Colorado’s constitutional amendment, banning 
laws that protect homosexuals from discrimination, 
“identifies persons by a single trait and then denies 
them protection across the board,” said Justice 
Anthony M. Kennedy, writing for the majority in 
Monday’s 6-3 decision. 

“Tt is not within our constitutional traditions to 
enact laws of this sort,” Kennedy wrote. 

It was the first major ruling involving gay rights 
since a 1986 decision in which the justices upheld a 
Georgia law that criminalized homosexual sex 
between consenting adults. 


Monday’s ruling did not address the legality of 


homosexual conduct. But the justices said the 
Colorado amendment denied gays a political right 
enjoyed by everyone else — the chance to seek pro- 
tection from discrimination in employment, housing 
and public accommodations. 

Such anti-discrimination laws do not grant homo- 
sexuals special! rights, Kennedy said, but give them 
“protections taken for granted by most people 
because they already have them or do not need 
them.” ’ 

In a stinging dissent, Justice Antonin Scalia 


accused the majority of “imposing upon all 
Americans” the pronouncement that “animosity 
toward homosexuality ... 1s evil.” 

Scalia called the amendment “‘Colorado’s reason- 
able effort to preserve traditional American moral 
values” and added that it was not the courts’ busi- 
ness “to take sides in this culture war.” 

His dissent was joined by Chief Justice William 
H. Rehnquist and Justice Clarence Thomas. 

Joining Kennedy’s majority opinion were Justices 
John Paul Stevens, Sandra Day O’Connor, David 
H. Souter, Ruth Bader Ginsburg and Stephen G. 
Breyer. 

President Clinton “believes today’s decision was 
appropriate,” said White House spokesman Mike 
McCurry. He called the Colorado law “bad policy 
... inconsistent with our common values.” 

The reaction was also upbeat at a gay and lesbian 
bookstore a few blocks away. 

“This is the most significant decision in a decade 
for gay rights,” said Gene Copello of San 
Francisco. 

Colorado Attorney General Gale A. Norton said 
she was disappointed. “The debate in Colorado was 
about whether special rights should be extended to 
anew group.” 

The Colorado constitutional amendment, 
approved in 1992, has never been enforced because 
it was immediately challenged by gay men and 
women as well as three cities that had enacted gay 
rights ordinances. 


The amendment would have canceled gay rights 
ordinances enacted in Denver, Boulder and Aspen 
and barred the enactment of any other gay rights 
laws or policies by the state or local governments. 

The Colorado Supreme Court invalidated the 
amendment on the ground it denied homosexuals an 
equal voice in government. 

Voter approval of the amendment led gay rights 
activists to organize a boycott of Colorado tourism. 

Kennedy wrote that one rationale advanced for the 
amendment was that it protected landlords or 
employers with personal or religious objections to 
homosexuality. 

But he said the amendment did not relate to that 
purpose. 

“The amendment seems inexplicable by anything 
but animus toward the class that it affects,” wrote 
Kennedy. “‘A state cannot so deem a class of per- 
sons a stranger to its laws.” : 

“This makes the Constitution real for lesbians and 
gay men,” said Matt Coles of the American Civil 
Liberties Union’s lesbian and gay rights project. 

However, Gary Bauer, president of the conserva- 
tive Family Research Council which supported 
Colorado’s effort to reinstate the amendment, said, 
“Tt’s a very dark day for the liberty rights of the 
American people.” 

“The judges seem to be saying that there are some 
matters so important that we will not-allow the 
American people to decide them,” Bauer said. 


Clinton decides to renew China’s trade benefits

WASHINGTON — Steering a 
zigzag path in his China policy, 
President Clinton announced uncondi- 
tional renewal of trade benefits for 
Beijing just days after threatening 
massive sanctions for trade piracy. 

“We must not seek to isolate our- 
selves from China,” the president said 
in a Monday speech. “We will engage 
with China, without illusion, to 
advance our interests in a more peace- 
ful and prosperous world.” 

The announcement may ease severe 
strains with China but will probably 
ignite a battle in Congress to revoke 
trade benefits, commonly known as 
MEN. Critics from both parties say 
China should not be rewarded for 
human rights and trade abuses and its 
sale of nuclear weapons material. 

Revoking China’s most-favored- 
nation status would sever economic 


ties and “drive us back into’a period

of mutual isolation and recrimina- 
tion,” Clinton said. 

With Congress’ Republican leader- 
ship on his side, Clinton is likely to 
prevail in any congressional fight 
over the question. 

The president notifies Congress for- 
mally of his MEN decision on June 3, 
starting a 60-day clock during which 
the House and Senate could vote to 
revoke China’s benefits. Clinton still 
could veto the rejection. 

China has been a persistent foreign 
policy problem for American presi- 


dents, and the debate over MEN pre- 
sents the opportunity for some elec- 
tion-year carping about Clinton’s 
policies. 

The president’s GOP rival, Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole, accused 
the president of waffling on China but 
supported his renewal of MEN. 
Similarly, House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich endorsed MFN renewal but 
blamed Clinton for a weak Asian poli- 
cy. 

After accusing George Bush of cod- 
dling China, Clinton had to change 


his tune after he won the White House 
and had to abandon his insistence that 
China’s trade privileges be linked 
with progress on human rights. 

Like Bush, Clinton reasoned it was 
better to try and deal with China than 
to risk breaking contact with a coun- 
try that is the only declared nuclear 
weapons state in Asia and has the 
world’s largest standing army. Within 
decades, China’s economy may be the 
world’s largest, Clinton noted in his 
Monday speech. 

“Rather than bolstering our econom- 


ic interests,’ Clinton said, “it would 
cede one of the fastest-growing mar- 
kets to our competitors.” 

Just last week, the United States out- 
lined $3 billion in trade sanctions 
against China, the largest in U.S. his- 
tory, because of its failure to enfotce a 
1995 agreement to stop piracy of 
American computer programs, films 
and music. 

The move touched off the prospect 
of a full-fledged trade war as China 
responded with a sanctions list of its 
own.

Inflatable antenna is a space shuttle success 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Shimmering as it swayed in the orbital sun- 
light 176 miles above Earth, an inflatable antenna swelled to the size of a ten- 
nis court and flew alongside space shuttle Endeavour on Monday. 

The experimental, silver-colored antenna appeared to expand to its full size 
after being released by the Endeavour astronauts — nearly 50 feet in diameter, 
supported by three inflatable struts 92 feet long. Depending on your point of 
view, it looked like a flat parachute or a round trampoline on an upside-down 
tripod. 

After more than an hour’s worth of measurements, the antenna was cut loose 
from its orbiting platform. The antenna is expected to plunge through the 
atmosphere and burn up early Tuesday. 

“We really think we took a giant step,” said project manager Steven Bard of 
NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory in Pasadena, Calif. “We really showed that 
you can inflate such a large structure like this.” 

NASA is interested in inflatable antennas, sun shades and other space struc- 
tures because they are lighter and less expensive than traditional mechanical 
systems. They also would be more reliable because of fewer moving parts. 


New treatment for surgical scars: chili peppers 


PHILADELPHIA — When burning pain lingers months after surgery, doc- 
tors say there is a red-hot cure: chili peppers. 

In a study, an ointment made with capsaicin, the stuff that makes chili pep- 
pers hot, brought relief to patients with tender surgical scars, apparently by 
short-circuiting the pain. 

Patients undergoing major cancer surgery are sometimes beset by sharp, 
burning pain in their surgical scars that lasts for months or years. Sometimes 
the misery is so bad that sufferers cannot even stand the weight of clothing on 
their scar, even though it is full uealed. 

The condition, seen in 5 percent or fewer of all cases, results from damage to 
the nerves during surgery. 

Ordinary painkillers don’t work, and the standard treatment is antidepressant 
drugs. 


China faults U.S. for dumping trash on shores 


BEIJING — The United States has dumped another huge shipment of trash 
on China’s shores, palming it off as recyclable paper, Chinese news media 
reported on Monday. 

Five hundred and forty tons of bathroom waste, plastic bags, empty medicine 
bottles and other refuse were found in the eastern port of Qingdao on Saturday, 
the media reported. 

The 40 containers of waste, marked as “mixed paper,” arrived in December 
but did not clear customs because no one claimed them, the China Youth Daily 
reported. It and other state-run newspapers reporting on the incident did not 
name the company that sent the garbage to China. 

China has been importing large amounts of waste paper, mostly from the 
United States, for its growing paper industry. In recent months. Chinese news- 
papers have been full of reports about foreign garbage being mislabeled as 
recyclable material and shipped to China illegally.

“It’s done,” said Paulette Logan, clutching her husband in a relief she would- 
n't admit to feeling after he and their four children reached the ground. 

‘Harold Logan served in Vietnam in'1966 and left the Army for 18 years only 
to return'to the National Guard eight years ago. 

After years of watching hundreds of jumps, Paulette Logan is finally going 
up herself in June. She will jump in tandem — piggyback — with another 
jumper. “I have to do it at least once,” she explained.

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Explosion breaks windows near FBI of fifi

LAREDO, Texas — An explosive 
device blew out windows early 
Monday at an office building housing 
the FBI, prompting the government to 
tighten security at federal installations 
in Texas and four surrounding states. 

No serious injuries were reported in 
the blast, which occurred about 6:50 
a.m. at Walker Plaza. 

Investigators said they had no details 
about the type of explosive device 
used. FBI spokesman Greg Rodriguez 
said there is no evidence that the FBI 
was the target, since the building also 
contains various businesses. 

In Washington, Justice Department 
spokesman Carl Stern said, “There 
was no damage to any federal proper- 
ty. The explosion broke windows on 
another side of the building from 
where the FBI office is.” 

“The explosion left a mark in the 
ground 3 or 4 feet from the building, 
so whatever caused it wasn’t even laid 
up against the building,’ Stern added. 
“The explosion may not have been 
directed against the building at all. 
There is no reason at this point to 
characterize it as directed at any par- 
ticular premises.” 

Nonetheless, all federal buildings in 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Louisiana and New Mexico were 
placed on a “heightened state of 
awareness,” said Trinidad Martinez, 
regional director of the General 
Services Administration’s Federal 
Protective Service. That means securi- 
ty officers are under instructions to 
keep a closer eye on people coming 
and going. 

A federal official in Washington said 
there had been several calls to broad- 
casters claiming responsibility for the 
explosion, but they were being viewed 
skeptically because they came in after 
the event had been made public. No 
claims of responsibility were made in 
advance of the explosion or before it 
was publicly reported, said the offi-

cial, who requested anonymity. 

Only two people are believed to 
have been in the building when the 
explosion occurred, officials said. One 
of them, an employee of a restaurant 
on the fifth floor, told the Laredo 
Morning Times she was treated at the 
scene for high blood pressure. 

“I heard a loud boom.and felt the 
building shake,’ Guadalupe 
Villanueva said in Spanish. “At first I 
thought that the city garbage collec- 
tors had dropped the large trash 
dumpster.”

Then the Jazz decided to stand 
around for 20 seconds, and the 
Sonics walked away with a 2-0 lead 
in the Western Conference finals. 

Detlef Schrempf made two foul 
shots with 1.6 seconds left to lock 
up Seattle’s 91-87 victory Monday 
night after Utah let the Sonics run 
out most of the clock in the final 
half minute. 

It provided a strange finish to a 
closely fought game that featured an 
excellent third quarter by Karl 
Malone, a strong fourth quarter by 
Gary Payton and a go-ahead basket 
by Shawn Kemp after he was ham- 
pered by foul trouble most of the 
night. 

Game 3 is Friday night at Salt 
‘Lake City, with Game 4 on Sunday. 

The final  standing-around 
sequence was set up after Kemp put 
Seattle ahead 89-87 on a hanging 
shot in the lane with 38.8 seconds 
left. John Stockton dribblec into a 
double-team at the other end and left 
his feet, then threw a weak, off-bal- 
ance cross-court pass that was inter- 
cepted by Kemp. 

“I just read the play, stayed in 
between them, got a hand on the ball 
and it worked out fine,” Kemp said.

Exhibits, receptions and fireworks 
marked the grand opening of the new 
Salt Palace Convention Center in Salt 
Lake last week. 

Festivities began Wednesday night 
in the building’s 36,000 square foot 
ballroom with a dance and award cer- 
emony celebrating Utah’s centennial, 
said Rip Rippetoe, general manager 
of the Salt Palace. 

The ballroom is just one, of the fea- 
tures the new building offers conven- 
tioneers, said Jeri Cartwright, presi- 
dent of communications for the Salt 
Lake Convention and Visitor’s 
Bureau. 

‘The building also provides 51 meet- 
ing rooms and 256,000 square feet of 
exhibit space. It has received book- 
ings as far in advance as the year 
2002 and will serve as the interna- 
tional media center for the 2002 
Winter Olympics, Cartwright said. 

A six-story glass and steel tower 
serves as a landmark for the area. 

The new building is a marked 
improvement on the old one, said 
Cartwright. The old Salt Palace made 
poor use of space layout, she said. 

“They are the same size overall, but 
the difference is the quality of the 
space,” Cartwright said. 

She said that the arena in the old 
building did not work well for con- 
ventions and made the Salt Palace 
more of a civic center than a conven- 
tion center. 

Cartwright said the new Salt Palace 
will bring 205,000 people and $180 
million in revenue to Utah this year. 
Revenue generated by all the book-

“Before mining regulation, a lot of 
mining was done helter-skelter,” 
Springer said. “When the mining was 
finished, the mines were just left.” 

Springer said there are several rea- 
sons accidents occur around old 
mines. Reclamation workers have not 
been able to get to many of them, he 
said. However, he added, not even 
mines that have been fenced off are 
free from accident. 

“A lot of the old mines have fences. 
One of the biggest problems facing 
the program is vandalism,” Springer 
said. “Vandals will go in and take 
down a fence and leave the mine open 
to the public.” 

The reclamation workers are going 
as fast as they can, Springer claimed, 
but sometimes all they can do is post 
a warning sign. Some mines do not 
even have that. 

Fourth-grade students from 
Knowlton Elementary in Farmington 
visited a preserved mine in Park City 
last Thursday to learn more about 
mine safety and history. 

“The segment on mine safety fits 
right in with Utah history,” said 
Sonya Nelson, a fourth-grade teacher 
at Knowlton Elementary. 

Both Nelson and her colleague, Sue 
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Dr. Martha Moffitt Peacock earned her 
PhD from The Ohio State University in 
1989, specializing in the history of 17th- 
century Dutch art. She has been teaching 
at BYU since 1987, where she has been 
area head for seven years. Her research 
has particularly centered on the relation- 
ship of art to the lives uf women—both as 
artists and subjects in art—in the Dutch 
Republic. She has published a number 

of articles in both national and interna- 
tional art journals. Along with a group of 
her students, she published a catalog to

prints from BYU’s collection. In 1995, 
she received the College of Fine Arts 
Outstanding Research Award.

The 
Division of Oil, Gas, and Mining pro- 
vides an activity book for all fourth- 
grade students in the state that teach- 
es them about mining history and the 
dangers of abandoned mines. 

The book warns that mines may 
house snakes, spiders, scorpions and 
poisonous gases or insects. Fourth 
graders are taught that they could be 
hurt, killed or lost if they do not 
“Keep Out.”
